frowneth : Jn the newe Bone he 
is pleaſant, and foz that time very iocund: but 
when he wareth olde, he ſoꝛroweth, and is ol 
ſad loke.

There are diuers 
kinds hereof, Plinie in his. vitj.boke and. xxiij. 
Chapter ſapth, that there is a pꝛincipall and 
pure loue betweene the Male and the Female, 
after that they be once knit togither, and haue 
(as all Bates haue) houſe and home, and all 
things necefſaric common to them both alike. 
Jnſomuch that they liue al wapes, and go togi⸗ 
ther to ſeeke their fode, and ſuch like. So that 
ik it be by any meanes, that any man kill either 
of theſe by any miſhap, oꝛ by god will: the o⸗ 


ther left aliue purſueth after the ſlear with in⸗ 


credible care and couctiſe to reuenge. And kil⸗ 
leth him in whatſocucr thoꝛo w fare oꝛ thꝛong 
of people he tan finde him, vnleſle he haſtneth 
the ſconer away, ⁊ eſcapeth by ſtraigts of nar⸗ 
[ow rowmc, o: by often turning and ouertroſ⸗ 


ling 
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fing the ap, 02by paſſage had oucr Flouds 
and Riuers. But Nature hath pet foz all this 


bene mans friend, oz wheras if with hir flight

vſed g accuſtomed to at another, neither to cary 
heauier burthen at another time then he befoze 
hath carried.

Of che Cameleon. 


The Came leon is a ſmall kinde of beaſt, 

whoſe bodie is ſuch that with eaſie tonuer⸗ 
ſion it chaungeth into all colours, a few onely 
ercepted. Auicen ſapth, that it is all one with 
Stellio oꝛ Coſin germane to the Lyſarde , fo2 
that he hath on his backe light ſpots like ſtars. 
And to2 that feare that it is naturally in, and 
the paucitie oꝛ rareneſſe of bloud, he hath ſo 
often and ſo diners tranſfiguration in colour. 
It  verie commonly ſapd with the olde verſt⸗ 
fiers, and thoſe alſo which would be eſter med 
 Philoſophers,that the Cameleon liueth onelp 
by apꝛe, as the Moule doth by the earth alone: 
The Heering by the water: the Salamander 
by the fire. And theſe be their verſes wherein 
they ſhew this purpoſe.

It is a moſt glotonous ſer⸗ 
pent, and a verie rauener, who when he is far⸗ 
ted full, lycth all long by the Banckes ſide 
belching and panting as though he woulde 
burft, TWherevpon ſaith Tullie, when he is in 
this caſe, and ſo farre gone, a certaine little 
ſmall birde called of vs the Wren oz Kinges 
birde, of the Greekes 7rochy/o;, flieth towarde 
him, and often aſſayeth oz he can come by his 
purpoſe, to go into his thꝛote 02 intrailes : but

Tul- 
lie ſaith, that they are ſo much delighted with 
Muſicke, that they haue taken and caried the 


Muſitian from out ofthe perill ofthe Sea to 


the Dea Bancks. As when Akion Methim- 
næus was th2owen out of the Ship into the 


Sea, the Dolphins being their readie , toke | 


him on their backs and caried him to land. 
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de Dogge in the Latine hath almoſt the 
ſame namc that he hath in Greeke. Kunos in 
Gterke ſignificth a chꝛill noyie oz ſound, after 
a maner like to ſong. There is ſaith Tullie, 
in the Dogge a merueylous perteiuerante 
and tharpe fenſe to know who doth him god 
who doth him the contrarie : who maketh 
much of him, and who hurteth him.

Jnſomuch that we read of 
ſome, who hauing had but the ſight of the dead

bewapling at his ſide neuer ioped after, but 
periſhed and famiſhed with long howling 
mourning. Plinie remembzeth of a Dogge 
which in Epiro a countrey in Grece, ſo aſſaul⸗ 
ted the murderer of his Mapſter in a greate 
thong and aſſembly of people, that with fierce 
barcking and byting, at the laſt he compelled 
him to confeſſe his fault, In like ſozt did the 
Dog of one Iaſon in Cicilie who being flaine 
5 Dog 2 fo2 ſoꝛrow would ncuer eate meate af- 
ter. be like loue oꝛ gratitude (and ſom what

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moze to be meruepled at)is red of Titus Gabi- 
nius and his companie , whercof one of them 
named Titius a Sabine, had a Dog (he being 
in Pꝛiſon) that would neuer go further from 
him then to the ward o2Pziſon Gate: whoſe 
Maiſter a little while after, being condemned, 
and put to death oꝛ execution, and the de ad bo⸗ 
die anone taken downe from the Gallowes, 
and lying deade there, the Dog ſoꝛrowed and 
howled moſt lamentably, and being compaſ⸗ 
led and hedged in with a great multitude of 
people, wherof one of them caſting him meate 
thus howling to make him holde his peace, he 
caried it koꝛthwith and put it to the mouth of 


his Maiſter their lying dead, whoſe dead coꝛps 
anone after being thzowne into Tyber the 
depe floud oz Riuer, the Dogge ſwam alter it 


haſtilp with entent to vpholde and ſuſtaine it, 
with merueplous aſtonping and wonder of 
the people had, that ſuch a kinde of faith ſhould 
be in a dumbe beaſt.
